The Fire Fiend at Oreana. 


Between 12 and 1 o'clock Saturday 


night, Isaac Kirby's largo steam elevator 
at Oreana caught fire in some unknown 
manner and was totally destroyed, to- 
gether with about 84,000 worth of wheat, 
corn, oats, chopped feed and corn meal. 
A carload of corn and an empty car on 
the side track near the elevator were also 
consumed. Mr. Kirbj'sloss aggregates 
87,000; insurance, 83.300. The cause of 
the lire ia thought to be of incendiary or- 
igin, as every thing about the elevator was 
in proper order at ten o'clock Saturday 
night. It is understood that Mr. Kirby 
will rebuild at once. 


A SEiuous collision occurred on the 


Chicago division of the Wabnsh road 
early this morning at a point near Chica- 
go. Tho coljj^iug trains were a freight 
and No. 48, the regular Chicago express 
and passenger train, which passed through 
Decatnr at 12:15 last night. Tho passen- 
ger engine was thrown from the track 
and badly damaged. Nobody killed. The 
injured were Mr. John Swigert, the en- 
gineer of the passenger locomotive, who 
iu jumping bruised his hips seriously, 
and the roadniiistcr ot tho Chicago divi- 
sion, Mr. Sam Sweeney, who was thrown 
oil" the train. He fell against n stone, 
which cut a deep gash in his face. He is 
a man weighing '250 pounds, and was for- 
merly city clerk of Springfield. The ac- 
cident was caused by n mistake of a 
member of the freight .train crew in giv- 
ing a signal to tho passenger train. Mr. 
Swigert returned to Decatur this morn- 
ing, and is nursing his bruises in his 
room at Aid. Shoemaker's residence.

| DEATH OP JAMES T. B. STAFF. 


Biographical Sketch of the Busy 


Life of a Former State 


Official. 


A Resident of Dec.itur n Qurner of a 


Century. 


The death of Ji:mes T. B. Stapp, who 


has been a resident of j)ccatnr for a 
period of 25 years, occurred on Sunday, 
Dec. 31st, at 11:45 a. m. i:t the home of 
his niece Mrs. A. K. Harrison, on East 
Eldorado street, in the 7!Hh year of his 
age. 
He passed away peacefully and 


without a struggle, there being present at 
his bedside Mrs. Harrison, Miss Bradsby, 
Mrs, 
S. J). Smith, and Messrs. W. A. 


Barnes and 
IJ. S. Shellaburger. 
Mr. 


Stupp had been failing rapidly since 
Tuesday Just, and Ins dissolution was 
hourly expected. Two years ago the de- 
censed experienced u stroke of paralysis, 
as the etl'ects of an accidental full from a 
chair, and since that time he has been 
contiiied to his room. Being troubled 
with a pauilytic all'eetion of the throat he 
was unable to partake of nourishment for 
live days. 


During Mr. Stnpp's long residence in 


Decatur hi; has done ooniuderable for the 
material growth and progress of the city, 
contributing of his ample means to the 
erection of business houses, and giving 
812,000 towards the expense of building 
Stupp's Chapel, which Methodist church 
bears his mime. 


Mr. Stapp on coming to Decatur from 


Yandalia iii 1857 resided in the 0. C. 
Burroughs property on the corner of 
North Main and William streets. 
After- 


wards he purchased the Henry Prather 
residence, now occupied by F. F. Kan- 
dolph and family. Here he resided for 
many years. There it was thtit his sister 
died. 
During his declining years he 


made his home with Mrs. Harrison, who 
has cared for him iu his feebleness, and 
made his last days as comfortable and 
pleasant as possible. 


BIOOUAPmCAIi. 


In the Illinois volume of the "United 


States Biographical Dictionary and Por- 
trait Gallery of Eminent and Self-made 
Men,'1 issued by the American Biograph- 
ical Publishing company, in 1875, we find 
the following interesting sketch ot the 
eventful life of the deceased: 


"Among the beholders of a state of two 


millions of people, of n thousand villages 
and twenty cities, of tho greatest grain 
emporium on the globe, and of a mileage 
of railway equal to the width of tho At- 
lantic ocean, how few are tho personal 
witnesses of that obscure and remote day 
when the ancient village of liuskaskia 
(prehistoric oven beyond Indian tradition) 
was tho capital of Illinois, and a military 
engineer was picking his way through the 
bogs about Urn mouth of the Chicago 
river, escorted and protected from sav- 
ages by half-breed fur-traders, to rebuild 
a dismantled fort where now nearly half 
a million people dwell. At that day the 
service ot process of n Virginia court in 
the 'county of Illinois, commonwealth of 
Virginia,' was of recent memory, for all 
ot the northwest had been 'sacred soil.' 
Tho war with Great Britain hud but bare- 
ly ended; Mr. Monroe was president, and 
the 'era of good feeling' hud come; the 
name of Washington was still heard with 
hallowed awe: many an old French set- 
tler could yet describe from memory the 
capture of Kaskaskia by General George 
Rogers Clarke in 1774; and Daniel Boone 
wns still able to hunt in tho wilds of 
Missouri. 


"James T. B, Sfcapp was a boy of ten- 


der years when his widowed mother set- 
tled at Kaskaskia, coming from Mason 
county, Kentucky, after n residence there 
ot two years, having previously resided 
in Woodfovd county, Kentucky, where 
the father had died, and where James was 
born on tho 13th of April, 1804. The 
family, like so much of uur sturdiest 
stock, in mind and body, were Scotch- 
Irish; that is, Scotch, who, after the dis- 
astrous Protestant revolt iu 10NG, found 
refuge in the north of Ireland. At an 
early period in colonial days the ancestors 
of the American family settled in Orange 
county, Virginia, where both the father 
and mother of our subjccl were born. 
The father served in the patriot army 
throughout the revolutionary war, after 
which he sought n home and future for 
his children—of whom there were in ail 
nine—in ICentnckj. This must have been 
before the beginning of this century. He 
settled in Woodford count}, but lived 
only a few years. 


"Mr. Stapp received some common 


school education before his twelfth year 
in his native place, and after the settle- 
ment of his mother at Kaskaskia he at- 
tended there such schools 111 the place 
allbrded. 


"The quaint mixture of new and old in 


all the elements of life at this interesting 
village- -long since abandoned to dilapi- 
dation 
r-f Frenchmen with Indians; of 


both with Ameiifini settler-: i f Hie im- 
posing and mysterious iHiiiil ot Koman | 
Catholic worship, with Ihe passionate and 
vociferous revivalism of Methodist mis- 
sionaries; and of languages, usages, man- 
ners and traditions, all operating on the 
vigilant and impressible mind ot the boy, 
ignorant hitherto of all but the backwoods 
life of early Kentucky, have made the 
memory of Mr. Stapp to-day the reposi- 
tory of impressions of the deepest inter- 
est to students of human nature. Of an- 
other character was the spectacle, rich in 
then unereelited prophecy, of the steam- 
boat General Pike, the pioneer ot all 
steam water craft in the Mississippi val- 
ley, which, from Pittsburg, had descend- 
ed the Ohio and passed before the boy's 
eyes upward on the Mississippi iu 1810. 


'•In 1818 the state of Illinois was ad- 


mitted to the Union, her population be- 
inr* almost -wholly in the south, but the 
capital was fixed'a hundred miles up the 
Kaskuskia river in the interior, at Vaucla- 
lia, the seat of justice of Fayetts county. 
Nearly all of the territory north of that 
county was included with it in one rep- 
resentative district, and at an election in 
which Mr. Stapp's brother-in-law was 
chosen to the legislature, he received the 
entire vote, of Chicago. 


"Mr. 
Stapp obtained 
employment, 


though yet in his teens, in the office of 
the auditor of state, where he became un- 
commoclyj efficient, remaining in that 
capacity' four years, when, upon the res- 


ignation of the auditor, the celebrated 
John Reynolds, being governor, appoint- 
ed the young man in his stead. Here he 
acquitted himself with such probity and 
| ability that the legislature twice elected 
him to the office, which ho held during 
five years altogether, when he voluntarily 
resigned it to accept the oliice of cashier 
of the Bank of the Stare of Illinois at 
Vimdalia. In this post he served for fif- 
teen years. 


"Upon the outbreak of the Black 


Hawk War he promptly joined the vol- 
unteers, and served ns aid-de-camp on the 
stall of Governor Reynolds. He became 
a soldier again and for a longer cam- 
paign when the Mexican War began. He 
volunteered with the Third Regiment of 
Illinois, and having been elected its ad- 
jutant, served in the army of General 
Taylor throughout the war. 


"When Taylor became President he ap- 


pointed Mr. Stapp Receiver of the United 
States Land Office at Vandaha, an office 
in which he served throughout the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Fillmore, and resign- 
ed in 1855 under Mr. Pierce, with a view 
of changing his residence, which he ear- 
ned into effect in 1857, settling in the city 
of Decatur. 


"It is worthy of remark of Mr. Stapp, 


that in the prosecution of his private bu- 
siness ho has not given it that exclusive 
devotion which is distinctly traced by the 
discerning student in most of the "self- 
made men of the day, and yet that he 
has become a man of very ample fortune. 
His habits oP practical benevolence are so 
unobtrusive that it is only his close inti- 
mates and his oldest acquaintances who 
are accustomed to nay that instead of his 
tithe he has given a half of his earnings, 
and civen it as he went through lifp. 


"He early connected himself with Ihe 


Methodist Episcopal Church, and as nge 
gathers together the lessons and prom- 
ises of the past and the future, his inter- 
est in organized effort increases. The 
beautiful chapel inDeoatur is understood 
to have absorbed a single benefaction 
from him of twelvfe thousand dollars—n 
striking but not solitary instance of his 
munificence. 


"Mr. Stapp has made himself acquaint- 


ed with general literature, history and 
popular science, and is attentive to sub- 
jects of material progress at large. He 
is an acute observer of men nud manners, 
a gentleman much of the old school, hos- 
pitable, genial and of engaging address. 


" In early manhood be was married in 


Vardalia to Miss Mary Connor, who 
died within the following year, and Mr. 
Stnpp thence pursued the journey of life 
alone." 


MR. FRANK L. KINO, late train dis 


patcher at Springfield, is out with a half 
column statement in the Springfield Jlfon- 
itor, in which he endeavors to creep out 
of the responsibility of the recent fatal 
Wabash collision at Carpenter. He de- 
clares that he sent the order properly 
without any abbreviation for the two sec- 
tions of i5 and train 42 to pass at Car- 
penter. The operator on duty r.t, Staun- 
ton the night of the accident was Miss 
Vanderslice, not Miss Lu Mitchell, as has 
been published. 
She and King have 


been dismissed by the Wabash 
officials. 


King declares in his card that he was in 
no wise responsible for the collision, flis 
order, he says, was taken down simulta- 
neously at Staunton, Edwurdsville Junc- 
tion and Bridge Junction. Thin is the 
way King places the blame on thn woman, 
lie says: "I have two solutions to offer, 
as to how the error was made; one is 
that after repeating the order correctly 
and receiving my "O. K.," the operator at 
Staunton made another and more legible 
copy or left blank a part of it, to be iillcd 
as soon as she could get time. Her un- 
derstanding was received by me immedi- 
ately after I sent the order, therefore giv- 
ing her no time to do this until after the 
ipetitiou. 
f positively left no blanks. 


As far as the action of tho grand jury is 
concerned, I will add that I have not 
been indicted, arrested or threatened with 
arrest; but I would welcome such an 
event, as it would give me another chance 
to clear myself of the public censure I 
am enduring for an accident that T am in 
in wa\ responsible for." 


A TBAVELixd agent named Wilson met 


with a serious misfortune in tho north- 
oast part of the county yesterday fore- 
noon. He was seated in a sleigh and the 
horse he was driving ran away. He was 
a wicked kicker, and iu the general shak- 
ing up Wilson was thrown out and kicked 
in the face.

Since the above was writleuit is reported 
that Wilson had the daughter of a farmer 
in the sleigh with him. The couple were 
going oil' to get married without the con- 
sent of the parents of the girl. They had 
gone about three miles from the girl's 
home when the horse kicked Wilson in 
the face, dislodging W teeth, besides dis- 
figuring the features Sbcidly. Of course 
the elopment was stopped and the girl re- 
turned to her home.

How to Husk au Ear of Corn. 
In last week's Farmer E. W. Brown 


tells us how to husk an ear of corn, 
requesting if any one had a better, 
way that they would make it known. 
As I think I have a bettor way. I will 
o-jvc mine: 


Catch the ear with the left hand, 


thumb tuwauls the butt, and tho lit 
tie linger about opposite the tip of 
the corn ( uot the husk.) 
Insert the 


husLng-peg so as to take not less, 
than oue lull of the husks, bring 
down 
v>ith a quick motion, giving 


them a sharp pull at tho butt: clu=o 
the left hand around tho remainder 
of the husk?, al the same time grasp 
ing the ear with the right hand, 
thumb toward the tip and tho little 
finger near the butt, and break oft' by 
pressing tho tip of the ear from you 
with the Umuib, and at the same 
time bring tho butt towards you by a 
ohorl, quick jerk with the lingers, 
still holding to the husks vntb th,e 
left hand.

Before going to the 
church Mr. Harrison had selected a text, 
but when he entered the pulpit and no- 
ticed the intense interest, he departed 
from his usual custom and related a short 
incident illustrative of the anxiety of 
seekers at other revivals to come to the 
altar, and then the invitation was extend- 
ed.

As 
on former evenings, the singing was inter- 
spersed with prayers and short exhorta- 
tions by the boy preacher. The meeting 
resulted in the happy conversion of many 
adults, one of whom was n young man 
from Cerro Gordo., who, with lili other 
people from the same town, was in the 
congregation.

fn midsummer, on the very last day of 


June, such a revival as was never known 
in tho city has prevailed in Indianapolis. 
Por 20 weeks the last 13 of which Eev. 
Thomas Harrison was with us—the voice 
of prayer song and exhortation, has risen 
as constantly as the evening shades have 
fallen, with evident tokens of the divine 
favora from the first. Roberts Park 
church has been famous throughout its 
history as the aggressive revival church 
of Indiana, though its reputation in this 
respect has sull'ered in tho ptist few years. 
Siuce tho erection of its new stone church 
many who believed that there was noth- 
ing incompatible between elegance and 
religion, continued praying with the old 
time feivor and fmtlj, and they have re- 
•eived more than the old time answer.— 
Ihe revival has boon the theme of conver- 
sation everywhere, on the streets, in the 
cars, in the stores, and in all social gath- 
erings; while the children in the streets, 
tho workmen in the shops nnd the men 
upon the highway, filled the air with the 
revival songn, till there seemed to be al- 
most one continued service night and 
day. Men coming to the city on business 
:iave said that as soon as their feet 
touched the street they felt the presence 
of something unusual, and thnt business 
iransnctions were always interlarded with 
conversation about the revival and relig- 
on. It broke through the cold reserve 
of Episcopalians, the cautious prudence 
Presbyterians, and the- scoilin" indifl'er- 
jnco of skeptics; it penetrated to thelow- 
»t strata, and swept like a contagion 
hrough the higher grades of society; it 
ntcrested the frivolous, arrested the way- 


debts has in it something of the power 
that brought Lazarus from the tomb. 


Mr. Hairison is a very effective laborer, 


with strong personal characteristics bor- 
dering on eccentricity. They grow out 
of his child-like simplicity, singleness of 
aim, and disregard of conventionalism, 
and are not specially otl'ensive to a truly 
refined nature. There is nothing rough, 
coarse, or clownish about him. His ex- 
hortations are simple, direct, earnest, ta- 
king, and delivered with full faith that 
the people will, of course, at onco heed 
and obey his summons. He is Methodis- 
tic in appearance, doctrine and practice, 
carrying in his own person the fervor and 
lire of ;jQ yearsago in connection with the 
refinements of the present. 
All classes 


came under his influence here. A num- 
ber of infidels renounced their skepticism 
and were converted, others who hod not 
been inside of a church for years are now 
happy in the joys of faith; whole families 
were converted and young men who were 
a grief and a shame to their parents were 
converted. 


Tfle Carpenter Collision. 


The result of the coroner's inquest held 


on tbe bodies of William M. Silsbee and 
Hank Dresser, killed in the Wabash front- 
end collision near Carpenter Saturday- 
evening, is now known. As thorough an 
investigation as possible was had at Ed- 
wardsville in Montgomery county, Tbe 
verdict was to the eil'ect tbat Frank L. 
King, the train diopatcher at Springfield, 
and Miss Lu Mitchell, the operator at 
Stauntou, be held equally responsible for 
the catastrophe. Tho error in transmit- 
ting the message ordering the two sec- 
tions of 45 and 42 to pats at Carpenter, 
arose from abbreviating the name of the 
station—thus, "Cur" —in receiving the or- 
der and in filling it out "Carson" instead 
of Carpenter after all tbe message had 
been taken down. The theory is thu_t 
Miss Mitchell was rushed in receiving 
the message and had to abbreviate Ibe 
words to keep tip with the operator at 
Springfield. The message as filled out 
by Miss Mitchell was repeated to Spring- 
field and marked "18" or "0. K.'1 by 
King, The same message ordering the 
trains to pass at Carpenter was received 
and taken down correctly at Edwards- 
ville at the same time, and so the orders 
received by Conductor Morgan nud En- 
gineer Silsbee, of 45, were correct. 
But 


for (he fatal error iu abbreviating tbe 
telegram received at Staunton, the trains 
woiild have passed at Carpenter without 
accident, and Silsbee and Dresser would 
be alive to-day. In all probability King 
nud Miss Mitchell will be indicted by the 
Montgomery county grand jury. The

road is mortgaged for its equipment, 
and if the original amount borrowed 
s not sufficient to carry out nil tho 
schemes and support all the extrava- 
gance of the projectors, a second or 
even ti third mortgage is issued.

He only desired to appear in 
the Chamber once, or at least in the 
room of the Commission of which ho 
was chairman, which he believed 
would put an end to the outrageous 
reports in circulation. The doctor, 
against his better judgment, did as 
requested, and in a few hours the 
pns from the wound being debarred 
ts natural outlet took another turn, 
Durrowing under the skin toward the 
shoulder and soon manifested itself 
n two large phlegmons under the 
armpit. 
They caused him the great- 


est pain. 
He had arose from his 


>ed next day, hoping to be able to
